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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the JEARY reference 
focuses on Fluvoxamine and the person of ordinary skill in the art does not learn how to handle a highly water soluble drug like 
Venlafaxine. The Examiner finds this argument unpersuasive, because JEARY teaches that Velafaxine can be used in the formulation. 
Additionally, a protection layer using hydroxypropyl methylcellulose was well-known in the art as disclosed by KAMADA. Applicant further 
argues that the McTEIGUE reference exemplifies only the water-insoluble active ingreidents. However, McTEIGUE disclosed using active 
ingredients that are soluble in solvents such as water (see col. 3, line 46-51). Thus, McTEIGUE's acitve ingredients must be water- 
soluble. Applicant argues that KAMADA has nothing to do with any rate controlling of highly soluble materials like venlafaxine. The 
Examiner finds this argument unpersuasive, because KAMADA disclosed the art of coating active ingredients onto sperical seed cores as 
claimed by Applicant. Applicant argues that the references would not have been obviously combined. The Examiner finds this argument 
unpersuasive, because all three references dealt with the same subject matter of coating active ingredients onto a seed core.. 
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
